The position with regard to German war criminals was explained by 
the Minister of justice to the Reichstag in a statement which evoked 
uproarious dissent. The Minister left when he bad concluded, his speech, 

. declaring that the German authorities had done everything to statisfy the 
demands of jostice but could not convict anyone whosé guilt was notclearly 
proven. The Minister said that there were three categories of war criminals. 
Fintly, there were those iaicted by the Imperial Court not in connection 

~ with the Allies’ demand for surrender, secondly, there was the Eotente’s 

Fist of 900 presented at the beginning of 1920 sand thirdly, there were 45in 
which judgment was left to the Imperial Court by foreign States. The 
cases in the last category had been thoroughly examined. Those submitted 
by Italy, Serbia, and Rumania, were not finished. Those submitted by 
Belgium and France had been partially disposed of. A’ case submitted by 
England had been recently’ settled, wherenpon the British prosecutor had 
said that the list, of cases to be submitted was in no way exhausted. The 
British, French, "and Belgian Governments had been requested to permit a 
representative of the Imperial prosecutor to go to London, Paris, and 
Brussels to explain the difficulties of the prosecution. " Permission fror 
Britain had been received and a delegate was going to London next week.
